1. While MDARC may not be "run by 
the local radio store", any hint of 
"remunerative radio" must be dispelled.

This includes fewer pictures of "Base 
Station" shirts in MDARC function 
photos and equal opportunity for others 
stores to "donate" prizes. To state 
that the "Base Station" is the "best 
thing that has happened to hams" in 
the county is going a bit overboard.. 
-especially when everyone knows that 
the best thing to happen to hams in 
CCC is Zip-—lok bags. 

2. MDARC may not be run by the 
local radio store, but it isn=t run 
by a "Board of Directors" either. 
Somewhere along the line, one has got 
to realize that MDARC has grown to 
proportions which may very well be 
unmanageable. MDARC is composed of a 
few in "power", a few who are com- 
mitted (a few who should be), a few 
who participate, and a majority who 
are just members in search of an or- 
ganization. In many respects, MDARC 
is a group of proups in search of a 
common purpose. 

a. Participation in the club 
is limited. It is doubtful that more 
than 10%, and most often 4%. of the 
membership participates in amateur 
Even events of a 
social nature are not exceedingly 
popular. 

3. The situation in MDARC is NOT 
IN THE LEAST analagous to "stockhold-— 
ers directing a large corporation," 
The general membership of the club 
represents the "stockholders", not the 
Board. And the membership directs no 
one. 

4%. The reputation of the club is 
not dependent on one incident regard- 
less of how inane that incident was. 
Those who want to punish others who 
cast stones are casting stones them— 
selves. The group has simply come to 
the point where frustration outpaces 
reasonable action, where a few are 
able to perpetuate their self- 
interests (including those of prestige 
limited power, or perhaps even limitea 
economic cain} through the Club-s 
heirarchy. 

A. I find it rather amusing 
that in the same issue ot "The Carrier" 
as we found the letters, there is also 
a quote: "More statues have been 
erected for those who have been criti- 
cized than for those sho have criti- 
cized,." 

What can be done to salvage (sic) 
this club? For one thing, I be- 
lieve that membership should be limit— 
ed and, hence, perhaps more manageable.
